BOISE, Dec. 2G (/P) — A $14,000,000 domestic water ayatcm to bring ii supply of pure, soft 
water to farm and town homes in the 200,000-ftcre south side Twin Falls project ■was recom- 
mended in a report released today by the regional bureau of reclamation office here. The 
report covered means of conaer^-inji water for irrigation in the Snake river valley. 

R. J. Newell, roffional director, said treated water could be delivered to city reservoirs 
at a coat of 16 cents and to farm homes at an avcrsRc cost of 20 cents per 1,000 gallons. 
He declared the rates compared favorably with those prevailing in southern Idaho com- 
***A **** munities at the present time.
